One or the jff ysterles of Paris. 

A very singular affair has just 
found its denouement iu the Morgue 
in Paris. Some days ago the body of a 
little girl between '1 atid 5 years of 
age, enveloped in a sheet and lying on 
a pillow, «rB» found on a staircase in a 
house ou one of the minor streets. The 
little creature was extremely pretty, 
she was neatly dressed and had evi- 
dently been well tended and taken 
care of during her abort life. The first 
idea naturally entertained by the press 
and the p'^blioM, well as the police, 
was that ft crime had been committed, 
and that the child had been murdereil 
l)y some person or persons interested in 
getting rid of her. Yut a careful e.x 
' aiiiinaiion of the little corpse by skill 
j ed physicians failed to reveal any traces 
I of violence. It was then subjected to a 
j refrigerating process, and waa exhiliit- 
I ed for several days at the Morgue, but 
I though thousands came to look at tho 
j ])oor little creature, no one could recog- 
] nisi) her. Finally a thorough po.st-inor- 
j teiu exatiiiiiation was undertaken, ami 
I the cause of her death was at once re- 
vealed. The case is an extremely rare 
' and curiou.'i one. The little girl had 
' been troubled with that very coininon 
j infantile atl'ection, worms in the 
utotuach. (J)ne of the.se para.site.s of un- 
usual size had forced it.s way into the 
child's throat, a fit of coughing had im- 
sued, and the worm had entered the 
windpipe, and sufibcation had termi 
nated the life of the little sufferer. It 
is supposed that she was not with h(!r 
parents, whoever they might bo, but 
was under the care of a nurse, who on 
witnessiiifr tlm child's sudden death, 
had become territied for fear of tho 
consequences to herself, and who had 
then abandoned the body in the place 
where it was found. It was therefore 
thought that as soon as the real facts 
of the cane were nuidu known, tho ])er- 
sons wiio lifd charge of the child, find- 
ing themselves thus relieved from all 
responsibility, would come forward, 
and reveal the facts concerning her. 
Nothing of the kind took place. Tho 
little one was strangely deserted by her 
relatives and guardians, and has been 
quietly interred, and her name and 
itleiitity must henceforth be cited 
among the undiscovered mysteries of 
Parie.

*l'ho agitation begun horo for a railway 
lino from Naiiiiiiiuj to the uoithein end 
j,of Vancouver Islaiid is bogiiiuing to at- 
tract attoiition olaewhore. The more tho 
project is oonaidered the more feasible it 
appears; but it is useleaB fpr people to ex- 
pect that the great work will be aeoured 
without thu saorifica of land or money, 
or both. No company would undertake 
it without ft generous subsidy; and it will 
VM.be for the public to decide whether money 
"or land can bo boat spared. We are in- 
clined to think that land is most plentiful 
juat now, and if a company can be 
found williiipr to take up the scheme 
on turms thiit aro equitable, tho govern- 
ment should prepiiro to treiit with them, 
'riiu adviintai;e«3 that would accrue to the 
province from the constructiun of the 
Northern line have been very ably pointed 
out by "J. S. H." in a series of con- 
viDoing lettm coQtrtbuted to this journal. 
Not alone would it benefit the ialaod. It 
would bo a link in opening another 
aVLMHio to tho eaet through the rich 
priiiri".'! of Ohilcotiu and tiio luw Rocky 
iMuuiitain pnsaof Yelluvvheiid tj Hudson 
Hiiy and Montreal. To thu traveler 
bound to 01 from Alaska it would save 
many miles of vrater navigation and 
would bring the Notthwest coast, Queen 
Oluir'otte sjul adjuoent islands with their 
u[i!oik1uI iuini!i;>.l i\iul fossil roaouroea, and 
their iUiinitivblo tiahorioa withiu 2-t hours' 
run of Vicloriii. The scheme is a graud 
one. To aDuiu miuda it is very remote. 
But how long ago is it that the completion 
of the Oaaadian Pnoifio and Bsqalmalt- 
Nanaimo railways seemed beyond the scope 
cif tlio preaant ({enoration f Yet both are 
accouipliahod facH t i-dny. Twenty-five 
yetira ago tlie "old autllora" began an agi- 
tation for a drydock ut Eaquitnalt Many 
disappointments were e:xperienoed and ob- 
atacles met with; but after inany yeara of 
uncertainty and doubt the dock ia here I 
The experience of the past it not likely to 
be repeated in tlio caao of a Northern rail- 
way. The province is in daily cominuni- 
ciition with the outer world and only 10 
daya distant from London, tlio world's 
comuKTciiil centre. Evouts move with 
startling! rapidity now and projects that 
aeem wild and daring to well-balanced 
minda becomo facta almost as soon aa they 
aro cnucoived. Ho it niivy be with the 
Noriiiurn riiihvay. Pronounced a chimera 
by some tj-diiy ; it may become 
a- great patent reality to-morrow. 
The Columbian, which is not generally 
well affected toward tha ialand, is almoat u 
oonverl to the Boheme. It aays: "As a 
imblic woilc, however, such a railway might 
fairly claim a public bonus, ami we ahouki 
not objeet to the gift of a considerable 
(iuaulity of the wunteluud.sfor that purpose. 
Jt has alwayn been believed that tho north- 
western portion of Vancouver Island ia 
rich in resources of timber, coal, nud the 
jirecious metids; but it is almost inaccessi- 
ble, and will probably remain undfjvoloped 
for agea unless opened by a railway. If tho 
poptdar belief in the riobncss of this region 
tnma out to be well founded, the develop- 
ment of it would ezeroise a beneficial efl'ect 
not only upon VonoouYor Island but on the 
whole province. If a company can bo 
found, theroforo, willing to undertake the 
construction aud operation of a railway to 
tho northvrest estremlty of Vancouver 
Island, wo shall be proposed to treat it gon- 
erously aud aid it by a liberal bonus of 
public laud." 

A PUBLIC MARKET. 

On Wednesday evening Coun. llifrgina 
introduced hia long proinisod by-law for 
the establiabment of a public market in 
the city of Victoria. The by law pro- 
poses to apk tho ratopayers for authority 

to raise a loan of , tlio proceeds of 

■which shall bo e.vpended in the purcha.io 
of a ailo luul tho erection of auit.iblo 
buildings in a central pai t of the city. If 
the loan should be sanctioned, tho aanie 
. oopnoUlor will then introduce a by-law for 
the regulation of the market, the appoint- 
ment of a siiporintar.deut, who ahull also 
act na inspottor of the food ofl'orod for 
sale, woight^r of coal and hay, and meas- 
urer of cordwiiod, and Iho collect ir of 
'fees. It ia believed that the establish- 
ment of a market will ba a great boon to 
the farmeia aa well as a convenience and 
pr( tection to oonBumera. The idea is one 
that has been successfully worked out in 
nearly every town of tho ai/.n and prdun- 
aions of Vict[)ria in tho civilized world. 
Away back iti 1881 the early inliabitanta of 
Victoria eat ibliahed a r'arket; hut aa there 
wore scarcely any farmers and hardly any 
horao-i^rown produce, tho schptuQ failed. 
Some Uvelve yours apo a few small sheds 
or pigociii-liidt'H were croLi -'d in tlio rear 
of tho present city hid!. But they i)03- 
aessed no accommodation for the sale of 
goods, and were never occupied. These 
failures were inevitable from the nature 
of the circumstances by which they wore 
Burroiniil'.rl. 'I'hoiio oiroumatances do not 
exist now, The fanning commuiiil/ has 
became larre, in tliicntial anil eiiterjiriiinf,', 
and the civic we. ihh liim iiicrea.'ied loan 
extent which will enable the ratepayers to 
provide good accomtnodation in the shape 
of a market.

I t in rloub- 
ful whcthor all the bodies liav(.; yet 
been recovered, but belief is entertain- 
ed that the worst is known.

Lawson, and 12 of 
the guests at the wedding bj-eakfaat, 
had also been taken ill, but in no case 
with fatal results. The medical'men 
connected with the case say the .synii)- 
toma are clearly those of poiuoning, 
but how the poison came to be in the 
food is still a mystery. The fact that 
one of the guests who did not eat of 
the jellies, was not afTeeted, seems to 
afford a possible clue. The body of tliB 
voung bride has been brought back to 
Oarlisle.— Zon<fon Thus.
